The funeral of Assistant Superintendent

arrest Bonnot, the "demon chauffeur" at 
Petit Ivry, April 24, took place today. 


Bonnot and Dubola,-a notorious anar- 


chist, were shot to death In the most 
thrilling encounter In the annals of French 
crime. 


GARAGE BLOWN UP. 


A garage at Chol?y-La-Rol, six miles 


south of Paris, In which the bandits had 
taken refuge, was blown up by dynamite, 
after those two men had kept at bay for 
hours a large part of the police force of 
Paris, a contingent of gendarmes, two 
companies of Republican guards and

TELL OF MURDER. 


The story of Walghfs murder is told by 
several of the arrivals Walght, it seems, . 
had returned to the Sanborn Rancho af- 
ter having sold some cattle, and being 
aware that the Mexican bandits were in 
tho neighborhood, had buried the coin.

* SEATTLE, April 29—A party of 
surveyors under Thomas Htggs nnd a. 
similar body of Canadians under J. 
D. Craig sailed todav from Seattle and 
Vancouver respect! valv for Slcagway, 
Alaska, where they will meet and pro- 
ceed to the tundra-covered plain bor- 
dering the Arctic ocean, to mark the 
last 35 miles of the Alaska-Canada 
boundary. 
For 600 miles, from the summit of 
Mount St. Ellas to the Arctic ocean. 
the boundary line follows the 131st 
merldan of longitude. AU of this 600 
miles has been marked with bronze 
posts four miles apart 
except 
the 
north 35 miles and the 
south SO 
miles. The surveyors who will stake 
the southern 80 miles, between Skolal 
Pass and the Peak of St. Ellas, sailed 
for Cordova March 17. Their -work 
will be on glaciers. 
The engineers who .sailed today will 


go by trail from Skagwas' to White 
Horse, then -walTc on the Yukon ice 
to Lower Labarge, where the ice is 
expected to go out about May 10. They 
will descend the Tukon on the first 
steamer to Dawson and there trans-

The remainder of the truss, in- 
cluding the upper chord and cross 
braces, will come "knocked 
down" 


-and will be put together on the job. 


The big 95-ton truss forms one 


of a pair of -equal weight. These will 
support the main tower of the City 
Hall, and will be worked into a sys- 
tem which includes six more trusses 
of about 25 tons each, which are to 
arrive during the next few weeks.

Roosevelt Trying to Dodge Exposure. 


With his usual reckless disregard of the truth, Roosevelt said ^ 


the suspension of legal proceedings against the Harvester Trust! 
was considered at a cabinet meeting and that Taft himself made 
rue motion which settled the whole matter. Senator Root and 
Secretary Wilson, both member* flf the cabinet at that time, agree 
ivith Taft that the matter was never considered at a cabinet meet- 
ing. The President siys he never saw or heard of the now fam- 
ous letter Herbert Knox Smith, Commissioner of Corporations, 
addressed to Roosevelt in 1907 till two months ago. Taft was on 
his way to the Philippines when that letter was written and could 
not have been present at the alleged cabinet meeting. 


Taft was not responsible for the correspondence between 


Roosevelt, Herbert Knox Smith and Attorney-General Bonaparte 
with respect to the Harvester Trust being made public. Nor did 
Taft make any comments thereon till he was forced, in self- 
defense, to correct the shameless misstatements of Roosevelt. 
The correspondence was sent to the Senate in compliance with a 
demand made by that body. Senator Johnston of Alabama, a 
Democrat, offered the resolution calling for the correspondence. 
Roosevelt was hit hard in the letters, but not because of anything 
the President did or said. He does not figure in the correspond- 
Bnce and had nothing to do. with making it public. 


The public is now informed why the suit Attorney-General 


Bonaparte was preparing to bring against the. Harvester Trust 
was suddenly dropped. President Roosevelt made it clear to his 
subordinates that he did not want the suit brought, that he re- 
garded the International Harvester Company as one of the "good 
trusts." "Those people are our friends," he wrote. The fact that 
George W. Perkins, organizer of the Harvester Trust, raised a 
large campaign fund in Wall street for Roosevelt in 1904 will help 
one to understanding the meaning of that expression. 


The same Perkins is now active as a financial agent for Roose- 


velt's campaign. Roosevelt is denouncing Taft for prosecuting 
the trusts -and says the Sherman act under which the prosecu- 
tions are brought is a fraud and a failure. Comment is unneces- 
sary—the situation explains itself. 


The penny-wise-pound-foolish character of Democratic econ- 


omy is illustrated by the cut of approximately $1,000,000 in the 
agricultural bill. Because of this cut the national forests will 
not be properly patrolled for the next two years, and in conse- 
quence the government will suffer a loss pf several millions in 
timber destroyed by fire. But the item for seed to be distributed 
free among their constituents by bucolic Congressmen was left 
untouched. Free seed is a political graft which has as many 
lives as a cat; all of them useless. The seeds sold to the govern- 
ment for free distribution are usually inferior or wholly worth- 
less. They are the refuse of the seed business, and their distri- 


„ bution is no encouragement to agriculture. 


Good Fruits of the Titanic Inquiry. 


-British bumptiousness is illustrated by the heated comments 


the London newspapers on the investigation by the Senate com- 
mittee, headed by Senator Smith, are making into the loss of the 
Titanic. What right, they ask, has the American Congress to 
inquire into the circumstances of the loss of a British ship at sea. 
By what right, they demand, are British subjects detained and 
questioned in regard to the handling of a British ship? Senator 
Smith is called an ignorant boor and his. colleagues a set of med- 
dlesome jackasses. 


We suspect that all this sort of talk emanates from stockown- 


ers in the White Star "and other companies operating steamship 
lines between Europe and the United States. The revelations 
made at the inquiry are hurting British pridr- and British pockets. 
That is why there is such warm objection to having the truth 
told in public. It is likely to cause travelers to take German and 
French ships in preference to English liners when crossing the 
Atlantic, you know, and that would be outrageous. 


The London editors appear to forget that Congress has a right 


to prescribe the conditions under which foreign ships can use the 
ports of the United States. It has the right to say that any ship 
not properly handled or unprovided with life-saving appliances 
shall not transport passengers in and out of American harbors; 
that ships insufficiently manned or navigated in a reckless man- 
ner will be excluded from our ports. 


It is absurd to contend that citizens of a foreign country 


within the jurisdiction of the United Stales are immune from 
judicial process or the operation of our laws while here. Whether 
our British friends like it or not, the inquiry will go on. If Ismay 
and all like him will stay out of the country and stop running 
ships (and drowning an occasional load of passengers) in and out 
of our harbors, the American people will be pleased. But so long 
as they run ships into American ports they will be required to 
conform to American regulations and submit to the operation of 
American laws. 


The Titanic carried all the boats prescribed by the British 


Board of Trade, it is argued. But she did not carry half enough; 
and, despite the shortage in boats, the ship was driven at high 
speed through a perilous sea known to be infested with icebergs. 
The rules of the British Board of Trade are antiquated. They 
were made more than thirty years ago when ocean steamers were 
not half the size they are at present. They require a ship of 3G,- 
000 tons to carry no more boats than one of 12,000. Their im- 
pdtency was shown by the Titanic disaster, which was clearly a 
man-made calamity. 


inere yet remains to be cujisiueieii liie Liuad question of 


humanity. Such disasters as the one which has shocked the 
world should be prevented in future if possible. Prevention can 
best be applied after the facts of the Titanic's loss are all brought 
out in an open hearing where nothing can be concealed or glazed 
over. Beneficial results have been achieved already. The Senate 
committee had hardly begun its inquiry when the steamship 
companies supplied their ships with additional boats and ordered 
them to take the southern passage where no icebergs are encoun- 
tered.

In hfc» position of governor, Pitt should 


ha-ve denounced the theft. In his position 
of commercial agent he 
should 
ha\e 


thought first of the Interests of his com- 
pany. He did neither, but used his au- 
thority to Intimidats the man and beat 
down his price, and cientuallj the pre- 
cious stone came Into Pitt's possession 
for thi sum of £20,000. 


He committed it to the care of his son 


Robert, ordering him to take it to Eng- 
land and have It cut 
When his son had 


started on his Journej the father began 
to have qualms 
Ho calculated the lalue 


of the diamond at £800,000 and the very 
Idea of such a vast sum frightened him 


His wife already was a great spend- 


thrift, and he feared his son would taka 
after her 
His fears were not groundless, 


for Robert hasten'ed to marry a dower- 
less girl and began housekeeping on a 
ruinous scale 


The diamond, when it came into tha 


hands of the cutter, Cope, by no means 
fulfilled - all 
the expectations founded 


upon its size Impurities and fissures ne- 
cessitated a wholesale, cutting down, and 
from 423 carats it fell finally to 128. 


To make matters worse, Thomas Pitt 


found himself In hot water His political 


- enemies made things warm for him, and 


his company talked of bringing an ac- 
tion against him to reco-\ er the value of 
the diamond He judged It wise to return 
to Europe himself and get rid of the 
stone and wind up the whole affair 


His patriotism -would ha.\e liked to see 


the diamond remain in' England, 
but 


•Queen Anne's funds 
-were always at a 


low ebb, and were not equal to the strain 
of 
bujing 
the 
Great Mogul's stona. 


George I admired the stone whole heart- 
edb, but declined to buj It, 
on 
tha 


ground that it was parliament's duty to 
maka him a present of it. 
So Pitt re- 


solved to offer the Jewel to the regent 
of France, who decided to purchase It 
for the sum of £100,000

Colonel Thomas K. Rees of the army

9: Inecting of the board today, and told the 


Members that Immediate action would be 
necessary, otherwise the structures would 
be dismantled of their machinery and 
tha matter discontinued. 


Secretary A. A. Denison of the Cham- 


is faer of Commerce, headed a delegation of 
fi 
that body and spoke in favor of accept- 
ance. Ho said that a number of factories 
which It Is proposed to erect along the 
estuary were being delayed in construc- 
tion for the reason that ths territory was 
not accessible to shipping. 


NEED DRAWBRIDGES. 


""There are several concerns that desire 


«• locate along tha estuary," he said, 
"and they all will employ several thous- 
and 'persons. I also have communica- 
tions from people who are looking around 
for factory sites, Including the advantages 
of both rail and water transportation, and 
we hesitate to recommend the estuary 
territory until the drawbridges are cer- 
tain to be operated. Favorable action on 


* the ps-rt of the supervisors would greatly 
I facilitate the development of that sec- 
* tlon, as in addition to the Western and 
I 
Southern Pacific railroads, the concerns

would have the advantage of deep water

facilities." 


In. speaking for the War Department. 


Polonel Rees said: 
•1 have no argument to make on either 


Bide. I believe that the government has 
flone what it engaged to do, that is, 


. put in electrical machinery, according to 


the order of. the Secretary of "War. 
I 


have made my approval of the bridges 
and simply await action on the part of 
the supervisors. 
The government would 


like to have the matter concluded as soon 
as possible. 
"I might suggest further that the de- 


' veiopment of the canal in the future de- 


fends upon the board's action. The- pres- 
<'ent survey calls for the deepening of the 


channel from 8 to 18 feet as contemplated 
In the general project for improvement 
of the harbor."- 
Chairman Mullins asked Colonel Rees 


If he had'received the report of County 
Surveyor Havilarid and if the government 
•would see flt to include further Improve- 
ments as suggested in the report. 
"The report suggested certain work 


that might be desirable, but the govern- 
ment does not contemplate to do more 
than baa already-been done. It was agreed 
that it should put the bridges in con- 
dition . to be operated by electricity. So 
far as making any general betterments 
or repairs, that was not undartaksn. It 
•was understood that they should be 
•turned over as they were in that respect. 


"It was not anticipated that the gov- 


ernment would be called upon to make 
repairs due to wear and tear of time, 
merely to put In the machinery. 
That 


has been done. So far as it is claimed 


that the Park street bridge did not open 
in the required time, I will say that it 
worked all right when completed. It may 
be that grease on the tracks dried In 
the meantime, but that was due to the 
draw not being opened frequently 
ana 


not necessarily from faulty construc- 
tion." 


ALAMEDA'S PART. 


The city of Alameda has fulfilled Its 


part of the agreement by installing elec- 
tric power lines to the bridges at a cost 
of $5700. In addition the city will furnish 
power free for" a period of five years. ' 


Supervisor W. B. Bridge spoke in favor 


of the bridges being taken over at once 
and that the county run the risk of hav- 
ing to make extensive repairs in the near 
future. 


"The 
structures 
are old and 
time- 


worn," he said. "In any event a certain 
amount of repairs would have, to be made 
from time to time. What we want is to 
have the bridges In operation. 
There 


seems to be a- strong desire on the part 
of the public to have the bridges open. 
We may have to expend. some money - as 
the structures were built twenty years 
ago and are considerably worn. We can't 
ask the government to replace them in 
their entirety. It looks as if It wo.uld be 
policy for the county to accept them If 
the government feels that it has done its 
portion. Even though It might cost ?10,— 
000 or $15,000 In tho next few years, I 
believe that it would pay to get them 
working as soon as possible. ,We need 
new manufactories on this side of. the 
bay. I think that by next' Monday we 
ought to ba ready either to accept them 
or to turn them down." . 


In response to a question asked- by 


Chairman Mullins as to what the gov- 
ernment would do in the event of the 
county failing to act at this time, and he 
replied that the machinery would have to 
be t»ken out and stored. It was then 
suggested 
that unless something was 


done now It might be years before the 
government could be : Interested in the 
matter again. 


Upon motion by Supervisor F. W. Foss, 


seconded by Supervisor B. J. Murphy, the 
matter of the bridges will be made a 
special order of business with the^ board 
next Monday. In the meantime the' mem- 
bers wll confer with Colonel Rees in re- 
gard to the surveyor's report made some 
time ago, and endeavor to obtain some 
further concession from the government 
in making additional repairs. 


Colonel Rees said that -the war flepart- 


ment might entertain suggestions, but 
would not promise that any more work 
would be done on „ the bridges. Dwignt 
Hutchlnson, representlhg the Hutchinson 
Company, told the board that his concern 
intended to install a large plant near, the 
estuary, but was waiting for the bridges 
to be accepted by the county. 


Fred Fuller ,of the Gorham Engineering 


Company, a $100,000 plant, said that the 
opening of the bridges would greatly 
'facilitate their operations. Roland Oliver, 
manager of the Leona Chemical Co., an 
F. M. Smith enterprise, declared that 
the company contemplated further . de- 
velopments that would give them deep 
water shipping advantages, and others 
spoke along the same lines.

HE cultivation of a good memory is a important as 
the cultivation of good manners to society. To be 
able to remember names and situations is an asset 
to good manners. Some women rather cultivate 
forgetfulness of faces, or I may say persistently 
pretend to forget faces, in order that when meeting 


people the second time they may feel the satisfaction of hav- 
ing them explain who they are, in embarrassing discomfort. 
But those are habitually bad-natured, unlovely women, with 
a false estimate of what good manners consist. It is easy to 
cultivate a memory for faces by noticing and storing in the 
mind one mark of beauty, or even a mark of peculiarity in the 
person you wish to remember.

Of course, they are 
engaged for their ability to remember the names and faces of 
people they have served, so that when Americans arrive at a 
hotel in any part of Europe, if they have any position at all, 
tne courier greets them by their own name at once, which has 
the comfort of making them feel at home immediately. But 
I doubt if that same courier could remember a line of Moliere 
or Shakespeare. The people whq cultivate a memory for 
poetry and prose and recite it on all'occasions rarely have the 
memory to consider the feelings of the unfortunate ones who 
are compelled to listen to them. The memory that should be 
cultivated is the ,memory of kindness. There is nothing so 
sympathetic as.just a slight memory of a person's misfor- 
tunes or good fortunes and the faculty of ' discrimination. 
Then there is the memory to help a person out of a dilemma. 
Some women take a delight in the lack of memory in others 
when just a word kindly offered will fill in the right thought- 
to make a perfect continuation. 


Cultivate memory of figures, incidents, faces, and, if possi-' 


ble, names in preference to the unncessary memory of your 
own accomplishments. 
The ego is so strong in some people, 


that when they listen to a beautiful song or story they lose the 
pith of it all by thinking how much better they could execute 
it themselves. - An important point to remember is that when 
you are prone to reiterate your troubles the unfortunate lis- 
fener has his troubles also. The mind works so much faster 
than one can talk .that while expressing a simple greeting 
with one whom you wish-to recall, if you will concentrate for 
a few seconds, looking directly at him, a picture will form it- 
self in your mind of some incident relative to him. In many 
cases his name will unconsciously come to your memory also. 


The beauty of a good memory is a blessing, and the sincere 


desire to be pleasant to, instead of aloof from humanity, will 
help to cultivate memory for kindness more than the study of 
all the books written. Remember, the memory to do or say 
kindness may be the salvation of a life.

NEW YORK, April 29.—In response 


to Inquiries as to the recent agitation 
regarding Japanese encroachments at 
Magdalena Bay, Senor Manuel Calero, 
the new Mexican ambassador, who 
was in New York today on his way to 
Washington, made the following state- 
ment: 


"There is no Japanese question In 


Mexico, and this talk about the Japa- 
nese and Magdalena Bay is ridiculous. 
It is absurd that you Americans 
should be exercised about the granting: 
of a private fishing concession to Jap- 
anese. Such concessions are held by 
the English, by Norwegians 
and by 


Mexicans, and it is nothing more nor 
less than a business transaction In 
which the concessionaries are respon- 
sible to the Mexican government, and 
to no other government in the world. 


"The whole thing:, as some have tried 
to make it look, is absolutely untrue. 


SlAKES REPORT. 


"Before I left Mexico City, I saw 
that Senator Lodge had asked for a 
Senatorial inquiry into 
the 
alleged 
Japanc.se'situation as regards Magda- 
lena Bay. I made a report, for I was 
then Minister of Foreign 
Affairs in 
Madero's cabinet, in which I stated 
that there was no truth in the report 
that the concession had anything to 
do with the Japanese government. 
Senator Lodge, for whom I have the 
greatest respect, was entirely wrong. 
Of course! if they want to investigate, 
let them do it, but It will be 
time 
wasted, because they will bo investi- 
gating something that does not exist. 
"The truth of the whole matter is 
!that a few years ago a concession for 
fishing privileges was granted to a. pri- 
vate Japanese enterprise. 
There 
is 
nothing extraordinary about'that, :for 
the same thing is true of citizens of 
many nations.. All the concessions ar» 
the same. 
"As to the report that among those 
who have been looking over the con- 
cessions is a member 'of the Japanese 
Parliament I don't know anything."

If 
re-elected, they would appoint Morris C. 
James to Bunker's

the last week a number of the. alumni 
held a meeting at which they endorsed 
the recall candidates. The recall party 
today issued the following final state- 
ment:

Any applicant will bo considered strict- 
ly upon his merits. 
Mr. Bunker will 
apply for reappointment, and asks only 
a consideration of his application on Ita 
merits. It would be unjust to deny htm 
the privilege of an application, as tha 
majority directors have done in notify- 
ing him that his application would not 
bo oven considered by them. Mr. Blther, 
Mrs. Barry and 
Mr. Haight 
will be 
bound by no pre-election pledges. 
"Bear in mind also that B. J. Blther 
will be elected to the city council. 
He 
resigned from tho presidency 
of

Chamber of Commerce to be a candidate, 
and he ranks among' Berkeley's ablest 
business men.

— An analyst* 
today of the vote . cast for and against 
tho liquor amendment 
In 
Saturday's 
election shows that the only majorities 
In Its favor were given In the three 
West Berkeley districts. The only othe* 
part of the city outside the mile limit 
from the University of California, South 
Berkeley, voted against the proposition. 
The corrected final tally on the amend" 
ment showed: Yes, 2116; No, 6916. 
Twelve precincts in -East and North. 
Berkeley gave telling majorities against . 
the amendment ranging from 8 to 1 to 
13 to 1 against it. 
Ir. precinct 29 in 
North Berkeley tho vote was 25 for to 
416 against. 
The committeo of fifty; 
which handled the 
fight 
against th» 
amendment, today issued the following 
statement: 
"The cause for this large majority is 
due primarily to the fact that Berkeley 
people have had three years of export-, 
ence with a saloonless .town and appr&-. 
elate its benefits, its pcacefulness and Its 
many advantages. Then also there was 
this time a thorough organization, of tha 
churches and temperance 
sympathizers. 
Our committee appealed to the young 
people as well as the older ones of all 
the Protestant churches in the city and 
they 
answered 
most 
enthusiastically. 
They sent us nearly 400 workers -who can- 
vassed all but West Berkeley. 
Among 
the workers were also some college girls. 
"Our workers impressed it on all their 
sympathizers to come out and be sure to- 
cast their ballots. 
This brought out tho- 
large woman's vote, their first vote in 
the city of Berkeley. 
Many 
precincts, 
had as many women voters 
as men, 


though they had only a limited time to 
have registered in. 
To -the men who. 
were at the head of our organization, and 
the numerous strong sympathizers, the 
result of subtended effort Is evident. 
"The issues will not stop here. 
Kffort 
will be made at the next legislature to 
prevent the importation of liquors into 
a dry territory. 
The Interstate Com- 
merce act prohibits the interference with, 
public carriers such as railroads or ex-' 
press companies but grocery or liquor 
men's wagons or private express wagons 
are not public carriers and the State could 
regulate this matter between 
commu- 
nities which municipal laws • cannot and 
so stop these customer deliveries. 
"It is evident that as Berkeley is now 
dry by such an emphatic vote, the senti- 
ment will become so crystalized in .the 
minds of the majority of the people that 
nothing can modify It, and the demand 
will be made to make the whole of Ber- . 
keley dry by State statute instead of by 
tho municipal charter only."

Church Stopped; Cannot 


Agree on Cost. 


Because of the dissatisfaction that haa 
jecn shown over the cobt of the new First 
Presbyterian church, the excavation work 
las been stopped and action in the mat- 
ter of constructing the edifice will be 
postponed until the members of 
tl>« 
:hurch express their opinion regarding 
the plans, at a meeting to be held Wed- 
nesday evening in the church, Fourteenth 
and Franklin streets. 
The parishioners cannot agree upon the 
amount to be -expended, despite the fact 
that the building committee have receiv- 
ed bids for the work and have prepared 
plans and details for the structure, upon 
vhllch they decided to spend 
{1*6,871. 
The excavating ia, practically completed, 
and work on the buliaina was to have 
commenced within a few days. 
Roscoe Jones and Frank B. Greenwood 
lave opposed the proposed expenditure 
upon the new house of worship. They j 
represent the faction of the church who' 
nslst that $126,000 Is sufficient and tnat 
the building committee's plans are ex- 
travagant. 
The nulldlng commltteei 
employed a 
noted architect to draw the plans, and 
his recommendations were approved by a 
majority of the congregation. 
His de- 
sign had* no steeple, and Rev. F. 
L. 
Goodspeed, pastor of the First Presbyte- 
rian church, with several others, stated 
that a Presbyterian church without one 
would desecrate the traditions of the de- 
nomination. To meet their views a steeple 
was added and other alterations were 
made. The plans -were adopted. 
From the sale of the Fourteenth and 
Franklin streets property th» church re- 
ceived $300,000. 
It also owns lots 
In 
Franklin street valued at 
$36,000. 
A 
debt of $50,600 was paid and* the new site 
at Twenty-sbcth street and Broadway was 
.ought for JSO.OOO. 
After paying com- 
missions and other expenses there was 
eft on hand $206.000. 
The liberal faction of ihe congregation 
which is supporting the building commit- 
tee, wishes to spend $163,000 of this_ In 
erecting the church, $20,000 for an orisfci 
and $22,000 for the furnishings. The op- 
30Slng faction insists that at least $25,000 
ess be spent, to be held as a. reserve 
fund, and that the Franklin, street prop- 
erty, worth $35,000, be held lor increase 
,n value.

Arthur L. Adams, chairman of 
the 
building committee, said-.

"The action in referring the amount 
to be expended on the building1 to the 
congregation has been contemplated all 
along and Is" no new movement1. 
"We 
think it bes to Viave the. congregation' 
finally decide upon

church and the amount to be expended in 
ts construction. 
"The building committee reported to 
the board of trustees and the board. In 
compliance with the pre-arranged plan, 
requested a vote of the 
congregation. 
That vote, which amounts to a. referen- 
dum,

"I believe the plans will be adopted by 
the congregation as they stand."

Tho bazar quarters 
comprise long, streets covered in with 
high woodwork 
and lined with shops, 
stalls, warehouses and cafes. The Greek 
bazar, one of ~tho largest, waa rebuilt 
after its destruction by fire in 1893.
